Wasninetor, D. C., Oct. 30.—[Special.]— 
The three months’ campaign for uncondi- 
tional silver repeal is practically ended. A 
few minutes after 7 o’clock this evening the 
Senate passed the Voorhees bill by a vote of 
43 to 32, as follows:

The Senate is composed of 44 Democrats, 37 
Republicans, and 4 Populists. Martin of Kansas, 
and Irby of South Carolina are Democrats, 
though sometimes wrongly counted. Stewart of 
Nevada is often placed in the Republican ist, 
but he expressly repudiated Pepublicanism, and 
was elected as a Populist The other Populists 
are Kyls, Peffer, and Allen of Nebraska, 


_No Sensational Incidents. 
There were no surprises. Hunton of Vir- 


ginia, who had been supporting all the 
amendments, voted for repeal. as it was 


known he would do, Faulkner of West Vir- 
ginia might be placed in the same class, 
though there has never been any doubt about 
his positign. The Demoératic majority in the 
Senate was split inthe middle. The Repub- 
lican minority was as solid for unconditional 
repeal as it. was possible. considering the rep- 
resentation from the silver-producing States. 
Don Cameron was the only Republican from 
east of the Mississippi who voted against re- 
péal, while from the Rocky Mountain region 
Manderson of Nebraska, Carey of Wyoming, 


and Squire of Washington supported repeal. 


And so the record stands as to parties. 
The vote was taken withoutincident. Every- 
body knew there would be a majority of 


eleven in favor of the bill, but the roll-call of 


names was heard ina painful silence. The 
ouly variation was when some Senator would 
em phasis. 


a remarkable fact that sickness and absence 
only required ten Senators to refrain from 
voting. 

After the vote had been announced Voor- 


hees showed signs of relief, but not of exulta- 
tion.

adjournment was had and they were given 
the first breathing spell in weeks. ‘The pres- 
ent program isto have the House concur in 
the Senate amendment tomorrow, so that the 
bill may reach the President to be signed 
Nov. 1. To do this, however, the consent of 
silver men is necessary, for under the rules a 
single objection will prevent taking up the 
bill tomorrow. Butif they are given a full 
day to talk the silverites may be willing to 
have the bill considered as soon as it comes 
over from the Senate instead of insisting on 
it lying over for a day under the rules.

The debate which led up to the vote today 
was notable chiefly for the bitterness shown 
by the Democratic Senators and the renewed 
tributes to John Sherman as‘ leader of the 
Democratic majority in the Senate as well of the 
national administration. Morgan of Alabama 
got off another speech showing his contempt 
for his party, his detestation of Sherman, and 
his disgust with Gorman for the failsre to

The Voorhees bill is a substitute for the 
Wilson bill, which passed the House Monday, 
Aug. 28, by a vote of 239to 108. Repre- 
sentative Charles Tracey of New York, the 
Congressional “whip” of the repealers, is 
confident he can Have a quorum tomorrow 
when the question is called up, and the move- 
ment, said to have been discussed, of post- 
poning action till after the elections Nov. 7 
will not prevail. 


CROWDS AT THE CLOSING DEBATE, 


Throngs Listen to the Doleful Utterances 
of the Silver Cranks. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Oct. 30.—The Senate 
galleries were packed today in anticipation of 
the final vote on the silver bill. 
speaker of note was Mr. Cameron (Rep., Pa.) 
who protested against the want of courage of 
the bill. He had hoped in vain, he said, fora 
measure broad enough to meet the difficulty. 
The Republicans had thrown the _ re- 
sponsibility on the Democrats; the latter 
obeyed some impulse without, and added 
nothing of itsown. Neither side had made a 
suggestion broad enough. He urged the Sen- 


ate to vote at once; but he could not, with ! 


self-respect, approve such a measure as that 
pending. The answer that Congress must de- 
cide the principle, the single issue, before 
dealing with the remoter consequences, was 
an avowal of feebleness. There could be but 
one solution—free coinage of American silver 
was necessary to national prosperity. This is 
not a question of prophesying, not whether 
forethought might be mistaken; it was 
whether Congress was bound to think at all. 


The majority seem determined to act 
without thinking, for fear that if it 
stopped to think it would not act. 


The most forcible argument put forward for 
repeal was that it would force Europe to an 
agreement with us to return to the use of sil- 
ver. We expected to break down the mar- 
ket. We had liabilities in paper or silver 
amounting to a thousand millions, and only 
about eighty millions of gold in the Treasury 
as a foundation for the credit. 
We had a monthly deficit of several millions. 
Thus far the Treasury had met it by paying 
out gold. If we managed to keep fifty mill- 
ions of goldin the Treasury we should do 
well, Such a course was worse than error, 
and approached crime. A banker who did 
so would pass the rest of his life in the peni- 
tentiary. No banker allowed his coin reserve 
or convertible assets to fall below one to 
three; and on that scale the Treasury was 
bound to put not $50,000,000 but $350,- 
000,000 into the vaults before this bill be- 
camea law. 


Morgaws Bitter Assertions. 


Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) next addressed 
the Senate. He said that he had come to the 
chamber today, contrary to the advice of his 
physician, for the purpose of expressing, in 
the final stages of the bill, some opinions 
which he had formed about it. He quoted 
from Mr. Gorman’s speech of Saturday last 
and summed it up by saying that it proved, first, 
that the bill was*not what was demanded by 
the Chicago platform; second, that it was the 
fruit of a coalition dictated by the Senator 
from Ohio, so that it was in fact a 
third Sherman bill; third,. that the considera- 
tion of the bill was delayed by its friends and 
not by its enemies; and, fourth, that the Re- 
publicans of the Senate broke up the com- 
promise to which all the Democrats, except 
five, had dgreed. He bowed his thanks to the 
Senator from Maryland for his manliness in 
setting before the world the exact situation of 
the Senate on this vital question. He read 
slowly and with deep emphasis these two sen- 
tences from Mr. Gorman’s speech: : 

We were compelled to take the terms offered 
by the Senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman). He 
held the key of the situation.. You have dictated 
the terms to us. 

“T do thank Almighty God,” Mr. Morgan 
exclaimed, fervently, *“‘in my place in the 
Senate today, as a Democrat, that the Senator 
from Ohio has never had the power to dictate 
terms tome, He may dictate them to the 
President, to the Finance committee, to the 
minority of the Democrats on the floor, He 
cannot dictate them to me.”’ 

Mr. Morgan declared that if he had told the 
people of Alabama that Mr. Cleveland’s first 
effort, if elected President, would be to 
put silver in $a _ position from which 
there was no possibility of extrication, 
and that silver was to die in the Senate and in 
the House by Mr. Cleveland’s command, the 
State of Alabama would never -have cast its 
vote forhim. ‘‘And I told him so, ina 
cordial and friendly manner,’”’ Mr. Morgan 
added. He left the subject, he said, with the 
knowledge that the die was cast. 

Vest’s and Cockrell’s Lamentations, 


Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) expressed sympathy 
with the silver-producing States and declared 
with much feeling that no Czar or Kaiser 
would have desolated an insurrectionary 
province as Congress was desolating the sil- 
ver States. 

Mr. Cockrell (Dem., Mo.) argued that at 
the last Presidential election the tariff ques- 
tion (not the financial question) had been 
pressed to the front and that the Demo- 
cratic party had pressed on to victory, And 
leading Democrats had expected that if there 
was to be an extra session it would be 
called for the purpose of reforming the tariff. 
But now that the election was over ana victory 
achieved-the senior Senator from New York 
(Mr. Hill) was beheld pitching to the front. 
The lion at one end of the avenue and the 
tiger at the other were coming together in a 
fond embrace. [Laughter.] He did not know 
all that had been going on behind the scenes, 
but he thought it well to examine and find out 
exactly what the position was. Mr. Cockrell 
ridiculed the idea of the Voorhees bill being a 
Democratic measure, saying: 

Every Democratic Senator realized and be- 
lieved that we could agree oa a measure which a 
Democratic President and Democratic Secre- 
tary of the Treasury could approve, without one 
solitary sacrifice of principle or policy. But just 
as we thought compromise was within reach the 
Senator from Ohio, with his administration 
Republicans, was found intrenched on our front. 
Our party had practically united. and we thought 
there would be harm But then it was that 
the incandescent light of non-partisanship and 
of the Republican-Mugwump-Democratic - 
tion was cast athwart our pathway, and the Dem- 
ocratic administration was revealed in all its 
non-partisanship. [Laughter.}] The bill has 
been taken out of the hands of the Democratic 
party and has been placed in the hands of a com- 
bination. Republican Senators had to be con- 
sulted before anything could be done, and the 
Republican ‘party will be infinitely more re- 
sponsible for unconditional repeal than the Dem- 
ocratic party.

KILLED AT FORT SHERIDAN BY 
FIRST LIEUT. J. A. MANY. 


He Fires One Shot Which Proves Fatal, 
and myer Coolly Annotnces the Crime 
to Col. Crofton—Accounts Differ as to 
the Manner of the Shooting, Some Say- 
ing it Was in Self-Defense—Capt. Hed- 
berg Figures in Many “ Affairs” in the 

~Camp’s History. 

Fort Suertpay, Iil., Oct. 30.—[Special.]— 
First Lieut. J. A. Maney, Regimental Quar- 
termaster of the Fifteenth Infantry,shot Capt. 
Albert Hedberg of Company I of the same 
regiment in front of the cavalry barracks 
post at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
Capt. Hedberg. died at the post 
hospital two hours later. Maney used an 
army Colt revolver and fired one shot, the 
bullet striking Capt. Hedberg in the groin. 
The Captain was taken to the hospital by the 
ambulance corps, while Maney coolly walked 
to Col. R. E. A. Crofton’s headquarters and 
said: “I have killed Capt. Hedberg. I am 
awaiting your orders.” 

The commanding officer sent Maney to his 
quarters in arrest and. turned outa guard to 
watch him until the civil authorities can be 
communicated with, 

The shooting was seen by Sergt. Copeland, 
two sentinels, and three prisoners, who were 
the especial charge of the sentinels while 
working near the stables.

The World’s Columbian Exposition came to 
an end last night.

ticulars. Sifting them to some extent makes 
it appear that the officers met by accident, 
got intoa wordy altercation, hada scuffle, 
and then Maney pulled and fired at close 
range, Hedberg falling on his face in the dirt 
of the stable yard. 

Sergt. Copeland.who saw the shooting from 
a distance of fifty yards, says Maney drew his 
revolver and then told Hedberg to go and get 
his, 

Hedberg Carries Loaded Revolver. 

It subsequently developed that the Captain 
had a loaded revolver in his pocket, but he 
made no effort to reach it. Copeland says 
that Maney advanced towards Hedberg, hold- 
his revolver in his hand. Ina moment they 
met and clinched. Maney kicked Hedberg 
and was in turn kicked. The Captain dropped 
an armful of parcels that he held and struck 
at his opponent. Then came the shot. 

Other witnesses say that Maney told Hed- 
berg he was going to shoot him and that Hed- 
berg was shot while trying to wrest the Lieu- 
tenant’s pistol from his grasp. 

Private Edwards says that before the shoot- 
ing Maney called Hedberg names that in army 
circles are considered fairly good cause for a 
shooting and that Hedberg stood it without 
doing more than to say: ‘“ You are a scoun- 
drel,”’ 

There is something back of the shooting 
this afternoon that army officers are loath to 
speak about and that privates do not know 
enough about to give an intelligent story. 
There has been talk in the past of 
Capt. Hedberg’s jealousy of Lieut. Maney. who 
was undoubtedly an admirer of Mrs. Hed- 
berg, a beautiful woman and twenty years 
her husband’s junior, Mrs. Hedberg was told 


of the shooting by the Chaplain of 
the post, who was accompanied by 
the wife of one of the officers, 


She was completely prostrated, and it became 
necessary to summon the surgeon, who ad- 


} ministered an opiate. The Hedberg quarters 


are close to the bachelor rooms of Lieut. 
Maney, and the sentinel guarding the prisoner 
is within sight and sound of the widow of 
his victim. 

Capt. Hedberg had few friends. He was 
an upopular officer and had great and fre- 
quent difficulties with his men. He had 
trouble to keep the roster of his company 
fulland finally the command was “ skele- 
tonized ” and Hedberg was sent to Chicago 
on recruiting service. This duty was com- 
pleted last spring and on returning to this 
post the Captain ‘was put in command of 
Company I, which exists only on paper, 
and the Captain’s principle duty has been that 
of standing his twin of officer of the 
day. He went but little in society. 

Lieut. Maney is a young officer and popular 
in post circles, as well as in those of Highland 
Park, the beautiful place to the south of the 
post where wealthy Chicagoans have their 
summer homes. 


Maney Pleads Self-Defense, 


Capt. Cornish, Officer of the Day, heard of 
the shooting at 3 o'clock and reported at once 
to Col. Crofton. There he was ordered to 
puta guard over Lieut. Maney. After that 
had been attended to the Captain went 
to the hospital and received the report of 
Hedberg’s death. From there he went to 
the guard house, and made an examination of 
the case, calling before him the witnesses to 
the shooting, and it is understood among the 
officers at the post that he will make the plea 
self-defense at the trial. Col. Crofton has 


| 


diately, and I placed him under arrest. He 
was allowed to remain in his quarters with 
three privates and a Corporal as guards. 

‘Officer of the Day Cornish held an exam- 
ination at once, the result of which I have 
not yet ascertained. I believe the shoot- 
ing was done in vself-defense, as Lieut. 
Maney is hot the man to resort to action 
of that kind without sufficient grounds. 
I understand the Captain had a revolver in 
his pocket at the time of the shooting, but I 
do not know that he tried to use it. Capt. 
Hedberg was quick-tempered ; his best friends 
admit that; and I really believe that Lieut. 
Maney shot him in self-defense, as | said be- 
fore. 

‘‘Asto what will .be done with Maney I 
cannot say. There may be a court-martiai or 
a civil trial. The kind will depend upon what 
the higher authorities say.”’ 

Capt. Hedberg was 55 years old, came from 
Sweden, and served as recruiting officer dur- 
ing the latter years of the war. He was never 
at West Point. April, 1863, he was a Second 
Lieutenant in the regular army, which posi- 
tion he held until 1873. Then he had no 
army record until 1889, when he was rein- 
stated. He married his wife, who is at the 
post now, in California. 

Lieut. James A. Maney is 36 yearsold. He 
graduated from West Point in the class of 
1877, and has since been in the service. He 
has a fighting record, and is an excellent sol- 
dier. In various Indian fights he - took an 
active part, ahd he was conspicuously brave 
during the Victoria campaign, 1878, 1879, 
1880, 1881, and 1882 in New Mexico. Dur- 
ing the chief Geronimo fights he took an 
active part. 

Mrs. Hedberg is prostrated over the blow, 
as was to be expected. She did not arrive 
at the side of her husband until after he had 
expired. ; 

Capt. Hedberg’s body is still at the hospital 
where it was taken immediately after the 
shooting. Dr. Newgate could do nothing but 
ease the sufferer. The funeral arrangements 
have not been made, but Capt. Hedberg will 
be buried with the honors of war in the post 
cemetery. Lieut. Maney doubtless will be 
removed to Waukegan Jail tomortow, 


WINS NOTORIETY IN SEVERAL CASES. 


Capt. Hedberg’s Army Record Includes 
One Case of Dismissal. * 

Capt. Hedberg has figured in several cases 

at Fort Sheridan which attained considerable 


notoriety. He once was rescued from drown- 


ing in Lake Michigan by a private soldier 
stationed at the post. The Captain immedi- 
ately lodged a complaint against his rescuer 
for failing*to conduct the rescue in a manner 
the Captain thought befitting his dignity. 
On another occasion he met two privates 
in a barbersshbop near Fort Sheridan and 
humiliated them in the presence of civilians 
by ordering them to remove their caps. 

The case in which the Captain attained the 
greatest publicity in print grew out of, the 
court-martial of James Hansen, a private in 
his company. Hansen was absent from two 
roll-calls on March 7, 1892. For such of- 
fenges it is customary. to take the accused be- 
fore the “* Summary Court,”’ which consists of 
the second ranking officer.of the post. The 


- officer has the power to sentence to imprison- 
ment in the guard-house or to impose light 
charges 


fines. Hedberg, however, 
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teen minutes later there was a little puff of 
smoke from the United States steafner Mich- 
igan which lay at anchor off _ the 
grounds. Twenty more peals_ followed. 
All day the flags had been at half- 
mast, but when the twenty-first gun 
was fired they were pulled simultaneously to 
the flagstaff’s peak,*and after flattering there 
for a moment, asif in farewell, they went 
down for the last time, and the official an- 
nouncement had been made that the World’s 
Columbian Exposition as an international 
affair was atanend.

They were officially closed last night 
at 11:30 o’clock, but they will be open again 


this morning, and there will be the 
usual band . music during the day 
and the illumination and playing of 
the fountains. tonight. This afternoon 


the Executive committee of the Board of Di- 
rectors will meet at Jackson Park to deter- 
mine how much longer and under what con- 
ditions the Fair may *~ continued open. 
Their action will depend largely upon the 
state of the weather when the meeting 
is called and: the crowd in _ attend- 
ance about the grounds. If both are 
favorable the Exposition will doubtless 
be prolonged for a short period. Many of 
the directors favor such a course. There was 
an informal conference among some of the 
leading directors yesterday in President 
Higinbotham’s office when it was decided to 
call the meeting for today. There were pres- 
ent Director-General Davis, President Higin- 
botham, Ferd W. Peck, R. A. Waller, An- 
drew McNally, I. N. Camp, Adolph Nathan, 
W. J. Chalmers, and A. H. Revell. 

Col. Davis did not favor trying to prolong 
any features as an Exposition. He told the 
members plainly that if they intended to try 
to make a Fair as such after today he would 
decline to act as Director-General. When 
he left the meeting those remaining were 
still convinced that visitors should be 
encouraged to come as long as the weather re- 
mains favorable, Last night some of the 
officials arranged to continue the lighting of 
the Grand Basin as long as may be desired, 
and it was given out that it was the intention 
to keep things gomg in Jackson Park aintil 
the latter part of the week, when there could 
be a final night show. 

The keeping open of the Midway Plaisance 
is one of the things much desired by the di- 
rectors who do not wish to see the Fair die so 
suddenly. 

Director Peck’s Views.

COLLECTING DEBTS IN FRANCE. 


Points of Difference Between the System 
There and in This Country. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: The matter of prac- 
tice in the collection of debts in France and 
in the United States does not differ ma- 
terially save in the collection and the mode 
of procedure. The first step which it is 
necessary for a creditor in France to take 
before he can use legal -means to col- 
lecta debt due him is to obtain judgment 
against the debtor, which is rendered by a 
Justice of the Peace, provided the amount 
does not exceed $40. The defendant is re- 
quired to appear in court ona certain day 
and arrange forasettlement of the account 
and pay a part or whole of it or show cause 


why. : 

If this arrangement is not made the defend- 
ant is a second time summoned to appear, 
and should he then flatly refuse payment 
judgment is rendered against him ; the cost of 
judgment, together with that of the summons, 
is defrayed by the plaintiff, and a copy of the 
former sent to the debtor. He thon has three 


the judgment already handed down. Failing 
to exercisethis privilege, the matter is put in 
the hands of a ** huissier,’’ whose functions 
partake of those of both the bailiff and proc- 
ess-server, but his methods as well as his pre- 
rogatives resem le neither one nor the other. 
The huissier, upon request of the creditor, 
makes an abstract statement of the condition 
of the debt, the fee for preparing and serving 
the same varying according to the length of 
the instrument and not according to the im- 
portance of the debt; its average cost, how- 
ever, may be placed at $2.50. 

In case the debtor ignores the document an 
“assignation” is served upon him, and eight 
days thereatter his furniture is seized and 
placed in the hands of the huissier. ‘The ex- 
pense entailed inf the preparation of these 
notices is defrayed by the creditor, but if at 
any moment the debtor agrees to liquidate in 
full he is not only required by law to dis- 
charge his original obligation, but to add to 
it the cost of the judgment and fees of the 
huissier. Whether this system is better than 
the plan pursued in the United States-isa 
matter of opinion. : 


DAY DREAMS OF SCIENTIFIC MEN. 


The Heart of the Tornado—Aerial Transit 
of the Atlantic. 

Philadelphia Press: ‘' I want to get there— 
right there, into the business end of the storm 
where the tornado is generated. I want the 
tornado’s secret, its agent, and, God helping 
me, I shall have it. If electricity, then we 
may be able to dissipate Jove’s awful wrath 
and relieve our great cities of their worst 
nightmare, their most insidious and most im- 
placable foes.”’ 

The man who made this bold and striking 
remark is Prof. Henry Allen Hazen, expert 
meteorologist of the United States Weather 
Bureau, who has nearly completed arrange- 
ments for a series of not less than 1,000 
high altitude balloon ascensions, to be made 
as often as three times a day, under a new 
and original principle of gas conservation, 
with new scientific instruments made in En- 
giand expressly for the purpose. 

The proposition is naw before the Board of 
Advisers, who may be expected to report on 
the application as soon as Prof. ngley, 
Secretary of the Smithsonian, shall return to 
his post. Prof. Laagley himself is much in- 
terested in the subject of free air observation, 
especially in an idea he has of sending up 
self-registering instruments tag the highest 
possibie altitude without risking the presence 
of a human being in aballoon. Prof. Hazen, 
however, regards this method as only sup- 
plementary to the work of personal observa- 
tion and instrument readings which he has in 
view. 

Aerial transit across the Atlantic Ocean is 
the ultimate object toward which Prof. Ha- 
zen’s plans are tending. He states unreserv- 
edly-that he will make the trip if he lives. He 
is already looking forward to the construction 
of a balloon basket in the form of a 
completely equipped open boat’ with 
air-tight compartments. In this vehicle, 
stored with food and drink for 
many days, the professor will set out 
without a qualm of fear. The only apparent 
difficulty that has ever beset the problem has 
been the inability of the aeronauts to keep the 
balloon on a steadily horizontal plane. The 
rising and the failing of the balloon can be 
reguiated by an original device of Prof. 
Hazen. He will carry a bucket at the end 
of.a long rope, and water drawn from the 
ocean will constitute the necessary ballast 
whenever his balloon seems to get more 
buoyant. The water will be poured out 
again when the balloon needs buoyancy.

BOOKS OF THE DAY 


NOTES ON SOME OF THE RECENT PUB- 
LIOATIONS. 


Latest of the Johns Hopkins University 
Studies Deals with the History of 
Slavery in Connecticut—Stoi1ies of Ad- 
ventures on Land and Sea~—Industrial 
History for the Last Thirty Years— 
Stady of Industrial Conditions In Eng- 
land=In the Poet’s Corner. 


The latest of Johns Hopkins University 
studies is a ** History of Slavery in Connecti- 
cut,” in which State the “ peculiar institu- 
tion” did not come Ww anend officially until 
1848, though as a matter of fact it had be- 
come extinct long before. The first slaves 
in Connecticut were Indian captives. There 
is no mention of black slaves priorto 1660. 
When the Revolution began the lack of 
logic in men fighting for their own freedom 
while holding others in slaverystruck some 
of the Connecticut people e emancipa- 
tion movement began. Many slaves obtained 
their freedom by enlisting™in the army as 
substitutes for their masters or to make 
up the town’s quota. In 1784 a law was 
passed that every negro or mulatto born a slave 
after that date sljould become free on reach- 
ing the age of 25. The *“ History” gives a 
summary not merely of the State legislation 
on the subject of slavery, but also of the cases 
adjudicated in the higher courts regarding it. 
The disgraceful Prudence Crandall affair, 
and the *“* Amistad’’ case are referred to.

-Livingstone, and others of their kind in an 
entertaining style, the field from the fifteenth 
century down to recent times being pretty 
thoroughly covered.

‘* [Industrial Arbitration and Conciliation” 
is the title of a small volume tompiied by 
Josephine Shaw Lowell and published by the 
Putnams. It contains **some chapters from 
the industrial history of the last thirty 
years,’ though it really goes back much 
farther than that, as it states the sition of 
the trades union under the law in England at 
the opening of this century: The several 
chapters treat of the progress made toward 
conciliation between workers and employers 
in England, Belgium, New York, Chicago, 
and Boston. The time embraced by the chap- 
ter on Chicago is limited to the last six years, 
beginning with the general strike in the build- 
ing trades, which lasted from the end of April 
to July 11, 1887, and was estimated to have 
caus a loss of $4,000,000 in wages and 
protits to contractors. 

Karl Lange’s treatise on “ Apperception”’ 
has been translated from the German into the 
tongue best understood by American readers. 
The translation was performed by a number 
of members of the Herbart club of Boston. It 
is published by Heath & Co. The work is pro- 
fessedly prepared for the benefit of American 
teachers, and ‘ presented’’ to them for their 
aid in better understanding the mental proc- 
esses which result in the — develop- 
ment of the huinan being. principal top- 
ics treated are the choice and arrangement of 
the subject matter of education, the investi- 
gation, extension, and utilization of the child’s 
experience, and the adequate union of these 
two factors in instruction. 

** Masses and Classes,” by Henry Puckley, 
Hunt & Eaton, is a study of the industrial 
conditions in England. The author gives 
some descriptions based on personal obseftva- 
tions of the condition of some of the British 
working classes. The breadwinners there, he 
finds, are far worse off than in the 
United States. They have more to com- 
plain of and more to gain by agitation and 
change. It is to the organizaton of 
the laboring classes and combined action 
by them that the author looks for a better 
condition of affairs, and the whole book is 
tinged with this idea that laboring men must 
organizs and must carry on a combined fight. 
The book contains some ihteresting informa- 
tion on the industrial situation and particularly 
upon wages and the relation of the wage scale 
to the cost of living. But the author says at 
the outset that it is his idea to 
give the book something more 
statistical value and to write with 
a sympathetic pen regarding the position of 
the wage-earners. The fear that his —o- 
thy may have run away somewhat with his 
statistics will possibly injure the vaiue of 
what has been presented. He holds up the 
working classes of Great Britain as a model 
forthe world in the readiness and tenacity 
with which they combine, and he sees the 
brightest omen of a much needed change in 
this tendency toward organization. 

** Bay Leaves, Translations from the Latin 
Poets,”’ by Goldwin Smith (Macmillan & 
Co.), will commend itself to scholars. Frag- 
mente of Horace, Ovid, Seneca, Lucan, Ca- 
tullus, Lucretius, etc., are rendered into En- 
glish which is always polished and sometiines 
felicitous. Let the renderi of Ovid's epi- 
taph on the parrot speak for the contents:

Is the Czar Preparing a Basis for Offensive

The correspondent of the London’ Daily 
Telegraph in St. Petersburg says that the re- 
ports of the intention of the Russian Govern- 
ment to establish a separate administration 
for the provinces of Central Asia are exceed- 
ingly misleading. The facts are, he says, 
that members of the extreme Pan-Russian 
party wished the Czar to assume the title of 
Emperor. When this proposal found no sup- 
porters they urged that Russian Central Asia 
should be erected into a-viceroyalty, as the 
Caucasus was some years ago under the 
Grand Duke Michael, the Viceroy to be in- 
vested with large discretionary powers, and 
the administration to be otherwise practically 
independent of St. Petersburg. The Vice- 
roy’s task would be the political and milita 
consolidation of Central Asia, combined wi 
the exhaustive study of the 
Persia, India, and

was fully cognizant of the puny character of 
his appearance and sought to improve it by 
every means in his power, including padding, 
high heels, ete.; but all without avail. 
Don Antonio, the husband of Princess Eulalie, 
is not a Spaniard, but a Frenchman by birth, 
has father, the late Due de Montpensier, 
having been a son of King Louis Philippe of 
France. All the members of the British royal 
family are extremely short, especially the 
Queen, who is not much taller than a 10-year- 
old girl and is becommg with increasing years 
almost as broad as she is long. The only two 
Princes of Great Britain who are of the aver- 
age British stature are the Duke of Cambridge 
and the Duke of Cumberland. 

The members of the Dutch royal family are, 
like those of Eagland, abbreviated in stature, 
and so, too, is the present generation of the 
Hohenzollerns, with the solitary exception of 
Prince Albert, the Regent of Brunswick, who 
is as gigantic as those Anaks of modern 
royalty, the princes of the reigning house of 
Sweden. Perhaps it is due to the Pyreneau 
peasant blood in their veins, derived from 
their ancestor, the father cf Field Marshal 
Bernadotte, that they are of such magnificent 
physique, and the same may be said of the 
Czarand of certain of the Russian grand 
dukes whose blood has been maintained in a 
healthy condition by the frequent marriages 
with women of the humblest clasa of society, 
the Empress Catharine having been little bet- 
terthana mere camp follower, Alexander 
III. is close upon six feet three in height. 
This, at any rate, is the measurement re- 
corded against that wonderful column in the 
Danish Cathedral of Roeskilde, the resting 
place of the ancient Kings of Denmark. 
Against this column a number of monarchs 
have been measured and their height recorded. 
Conspicuous among them are Peter the Great, 
who measured six feet ten. Only one other 
of the sovereigns was taller and that was 
King Christian I. of Denmark, who, accord. 


ing to this authority, was just a trifle over} 


seven feet. The present King Christian of 
Demark measures close upon six feet, while 
his grandson, Prince George of Greece, who 
visited this country a eoupie of years ago, 
stands six feet two in his stockings. The tall- 
est of ali the royal ladies of Europe is assur- 
edly the good-natured, unconventional, and 
somewhat uninteliectual Crown Princess of 
Denmark, a daughter of the late King of 
Sweden, whose height is the same as that of 
her father-in-law, King Christian, a gigantic 
stature fora woman. Her children show a 
tendency to follow her in this respect, and her 
sons compare favorably In height with that of 
their cousins, the sons of King Oscar, every 
one of whom is exceedingly tall. 


HAS JAPAN THE FASTEST CRUISER! 


The Yoshino Said to Have Attained a Speed 
of More than 23 Knots an Hour, 

The Japan Mail asserts that the new 
Japanese cruiser Yoshino is ahead of all oth- 
ers. It says: “The steam trials of the Jap- 
anese cruiser Yoshino, which has been con- 
structed by the firm of Sir W. G. Armstron g 
from designs by their naval architect, Mr. 
Philip Watts, have been held under the super- 
intendence of a commission of Japanese offi- 
cials, including Capt. Kawara, Mr. Yamaki, 
Mr. Matsue, and Lieut. Kato. The vessel is 
Se es similar in design to the Neuve de 

ulio, which was built by the same firm for 
the Argentine Repu blic. 

The ino has, however, attained a great- 
er speed, and is at the present time the fastest 
cruiser afloat. It is 350 feet long and 464 
feet broad, and hasa displacement of about 
4,000 tons. Its armament consists of four 6- 
inch quick-firing guns, eight 4.7-inch quick- 
firing guns, twenty-two 3-pound quick-firing 
guns, and five torpedo tubes.

London meeting of the Institution of Naval 


Architects drew attention to this vessel and: 


stated that the firm contemplated attaining a 
speed of twenty-three knots. This was fully 
realized in the trials, when the speed at- 
tained as the meansof four runs on the 
measured mile, with and against the tide, in 
accordance with the practice of the British 
navy, was 23.081 knots. 

The actual speeds recorded were as follows:

The program also consisted of a series of 
progressive trials to establish a curve of speed 
for the ship, the information thus obtained 
being required for fufther trials which have 
yet to be made, including a six hours’ trial 
with natural draft, when a speed of 21 
knots is comtemplated. The speeds at which 
trials were made ahd corresponding revolu- 
tions and horse power observed were 12, 16%, 
204, 22.1, and 23.03 knots, the latter being 
accepted as the official forced draft trial of 
the ship.
